When school work and campus duties do not keep them 
occupied, Florida’s students participate in a program of physical 
training and recreation that would do credit to an expensive 
progressive school. 

They must learn to swim, if they are physically able, and 
they are given Red Cross life-saving instruction. They play 
softball, basketball, table tennis. shuffleboard and horse shoes. 
Twenty of the 100 take piano lessons. Another 30 or 40 are

Mix-Up in Babies Unlikely 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH:

On the mother’s side of the 
family, light-colored eyes have 
never been known. On the fa- 
ther’s side, one. great-grand- 
parent has dark blue eyes. This 
baby hag light grey eyes, very 
striking; and there is some- 
thing distinctive about his fea- 
tures and expression. I think I 
would recognize the real par- 
ents if I were to see them. 

Our other young relatives 
have had babies, and all of 
them show a family resem- 
bliance. 

I wonder, is there some way I 
can find out who are the par- 
ents of all the babies born the 
same day, in the same hospital 
with this grey-eyed boy? Until 
now I have kept this worry to 
myself, not wanting to disturb 
the parents; but I think about 
it all the time. 

I will be grateful ‘for any 
comment. C. G. 

DEAR C. G.: Doctors and 
hospital spokesmen tell me that 
hospital procedure in this coun- 
try in recent years provides a 
network of security against the 
chance of a mix-up in infants 
after they leave the delivery 
room, 

The precautionary policy is to 
identify newborn infants with 
name bracelets, immediately 
after birth, and before they are 
launched on their routine course 
of hospital care. 

As soon as the baby is born 
and given first aid to start res- 
piration, cleanse his eyes, etc., 
he is foot printed as a matter 
of record, then placed in a 
bulb-warmed bassinet at his 
mother’s side in the delivery 
room. 

Meanwhile a nurse is pre- 
paring his name bracelet, 
stringing together lettered 
beads that spell out the moth- 
er’s surname. This, fastened to

his wrist, tags him as her 
baby; and he wears the label 
to the end of his hospital stay. 
Not until he gets his bracelet 
is he released to the nursery 
staff. 

It sounds foolproof. However, 
I asked a hospital spokesman— 
*‘But what if two or more ma- 
trons, each a Mrs. Smith, are 
visited by the stork in the 
same hospital, the same day? 
Isn't it possible that the two or 
more Smith babies might get 
mixed up in their first trip to 
the nursery, with Baby No. 1 
then going to mother Smith No. 

before she’s had time to 
study and know her own? With 
the result that she mistakenly 
keeps the wrong baby, as does 
the other Mrs. Smith?’’ 

The answer is reassuring. 
Mothers of the same surname 
seldom cross paths in the hos- 
pital’s stork department.

The same pattern was repeat- 
ed three years later, following 
a skiing accident in which he — 
was knocked unconscious. With- 
in 19 days, the hair fell out and 
regrowth took place again after 
several months. 

This story was told in a re- 
cent issue of the Pennsylvania 
Medical Journal by Dr. Charles 
L. Schmitt. No one knows why 
this ph®nomenon occurs. Often 
regrowth ensues regardless of 
the type of treatment. 

This variety of baldness is not 
to be confused with hereditary 
hair loss, noted so often in men. 
It usually happens suddenly 
and without warning. 

In some instances, the loss is 
confined to round, circum- 
scribed patches (alopecia are- | 
ata); in others, the entire scalp 
is affected, including the eye- 
brows (totalis). and occasion- 
ally, all the hair on the body 
goes (universalis). 

Injury, mother-in-law trouble, 
fright, or an unemployed hus- 
band is not always the cause.
